Many Sore Heads Follow Riot 


on Campus of Western College 


(Associated Press.) 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 20.—More than a score of Los Angeles col- 


lege students were injured, one possibly fatally, as the result of burns 
from "gasoline bombs" and from blows on their heads and bodies here 
early this morning, in a riot following a "pajomarino" party on the 
campus of the southern branch of the University of California, 


According to the students of the southern branch, they had gath- 


ered for the "pajamarino" party when more than 500 young men, 
rum- 


ored to be students of a rival university, arrived in automobiles and at- 
tacked with gasoline bombs, rags and bottles filled or saturated with 
gasoline. 
They attempted to set fire to a wood pile that had been 


gathered for the party. 


A fight followed, clubs, fists, bricks, torches and any other weapon 


handy, were brought into play. 


A riot call brought policemen from all stations and more than 200 


gathered before the fracas could be quelled. 


Succeeding in their endeavor, the attacking forces set fire to the 


wood pile. The glow caused a fire alarm to be sent in and the firo de- 
partment was sent to the scene. 
Several students lay unconscious on 


the campus when the police ambulances arrived. 


It is reported that one who was taken to a hospital and whose 


name could not be learned at this hour, was dying from a broken neck. 


Roger Vergas was taken in an ambulance, suffering from injuries 


that physicians regarded grave. Three others were injured seriously. 
The occasion of the gathering was a football celebration in honor of 
the same with Occidental college tomorrow. Southern branch students 
said they were "sure" the attacking forces were not Occidental students.

jpent. shotiJd provide whatever sums of money the e»lu- 
cators think ought to be spent for buildings and equip- 
ment. 


The Star has. great respect for the men and women 


Who are engaged in educational work. But It believes 
that many of them fail to realize the practical limita- 
Jtons.under which the school system must operate. To 
a large extent, they see only the 
desirability of fine 


school structes and all kinds of paraphernelia with 


which to operate. \Vhat it costs to provide these things 
does not concern them, perhaps, as much aa It should. 


This la not a world where ideal Conditions prevail. 


Jt is not likely that Perfection -will be reached In the 
cchools any sooner than in other lines of human activity. 
Superintendents and teachers must reconcile themselves 
to take conditions somewhat as they 
find them and 


strive for the best results {hat can be attained. 
Im- 


provements In the school system should <^ome by per- 
suading the people that they are needed and worth the 
iponey they will cost, rather than by building- up an edu- 
cational machine to force them on the people. 


If the doctors were given a free hand and all the 


,money they wanted to spend, they would without doubt 
(develop an elaborate system of public health and sanl- 
Jtkry regulations far behind anything known at the 
.present time.
